¢ WASHINGTON, April 9.—[Special.}—I had a 
talk with Major McKinley about Carpetbag- 
gor Buck’s letter tonight, 

Major McKinley was as much surprised at 
{ts contents, as they related to Tur ConsTITU- 
giox making a deal with Buek to build up the 
protection idea in Georgia, as even Mr. Grady 
gould be; were he alive. 

THE LIE DULY STAMPED. 

“No, I mever once heard such an idea sug- 

” said Major McKinley. ‘‘An invita- 

tion was tendered me by Senator Brown from 

the Piedmont Chautauqua directors to make 

an address upon the tariff, from an economic 

point of view, to the association. It was stated 

at the time that the Chautauqua was purely a 

literary association. As to any political trade 

of any kind whatsoever, this is the first I have 
ever heard of it. . 

“T will say, however, that I did receive two 
or three letters from Colonel Buck, urging me 
to come to Atlanta, and he and Governor Bul- 
lock accompanied me there in Governor 
Brown’s car. You remember there was con- 


During that Colonel Buck wrote me. 
THERE WAS NO POLITICS IN IT. 

“But there was no politics in my visit, and 
there was.no political deal with THE ConstTI- 
TUTION that I ever heard of. Indeed, I never 
heard of THe CoNsTITUTION having anything 
to do with the invitation to me, save that Mr. 
Grady, as an officer of the Chautauqua, signed 
the invitation to me.” 

Thus the dirty carpet-bagger has the wind 
knocked out of his sails again. 

BUCK’S ANXIETY FOR A DEAL. 

When Buck came here, just after the presi- 
dential election, and when it seemed that Gen- 
eral Longstreet would secure control of the 
Georgia patronage, he tried to obtain the sup- 
port of Tue Constitution from this end of 
the line. 

THE FALSEHOOD HE TOLD. 

When every other argument failed, probably 
jwo weeks after he commenced work here, he 
came to my office one nightand used the argu- 
ment that he and Mr. Grady were bosom 
friends, and that Mr. Grady wanted to give 
him THE CONSTITUTION’S support. 

GRADY REPUDIATES HIM! 

T immediately wired to Mr. Grady. He re- 
plied that it was a PURE FABRICATION! 

Mr. Grady then instructed me simply’ to 
give the news—that he didn’t care anything 
about whosecured control of the Georgia of- 
fices. 

AND THUS BUCK. IS BRANDED! 

There are witnesses here to this, and if 
Buck should assert that Mr. Grady made any 
such deal with him, it can be proven here 
that he is simply a liar! 

THE AUGUSTA POSTOFFICE. 

The Augusta postoftice matter is in very 
much of amuddle. J. T. Dunning, Buck’s 
man, who has been here a week, hustling for 
the appointment, is going home tomorrow. 
He says he is very hopeful, but followed that 
statement by saying that Major Boyce, the 
present postmaster, ‘‘has some mighty strong 
friends here.”’ He is also of the opinion that 
Boyce will hold on awhile yet, and that if he, 
Dunning, don’t get the appointment, Boyce 
will. The administration wants a republican, 
but they don’t see exactly how they can turn 
down the many influental republicans who are 
urging Major Boyce’s claims. There is a good 
chance for Major Boyce, although the affair is 
very much muddled just now. 

MONTANA CASES. 

The democratic senators have decided in 
conference to prolong the debate on the Mon- 
tana contested election cases until the public 
can become thoroughly familiar with the facts 
relating to this proposed steal. The republi- 
cans are very anxious to close the debate as 
S00n as possible, in order that it may not at- 
tract universal attention, but the democrats 
have agreed to forestall them, and the Mon- 
tana contests promises to be a case of sweetness 
long drawn out. Every democratic senator 
is expected to contribute an argument; and 


fore a vote is taken. By the rules of the sen- 
ate debate is unlimited, and can only be 
closed by unanimous consent. Should 
republican senators conclude after while, that 
the domocrats contémplate blocking action 
on these cases, and proceeded with appropria- 
tion bills, it is probable that congress will 
adjourn without the senate having taken a 
final vote. In that event the governor of 
Montana would appoint senators to serve 
until the next legislature convenes. 
THE DUEL IS OFF. 

The prospects of a duel between Congress- 
man Phelan and Editor Fleming, of Knox: 
wille, are off. Mr. Phelan’s friends say Flem- 
ing will not accept a challenge, and Phelan 
can do nothing more under the circumstances.

The Alabama Senator Speaks on the Mon- 
tana Contested Election Case. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—In the senate, Mr. 
Wilson of Iowa, offered’ a resolution which 
Was agreed to instructing the committee on 
interstate commerce toinquire what additional 
legislation is necessary in respect to commuta- 
tion and excursion tickets so as-to prevent the 
abuses now existing in regard to individuals 
and localities. 

The house bill appropriating $75,000 to sup- 
ply the deficiency occasioned by the defalca- 
tion in the oftice of the late sergeant-at-arms of 
the house, was reported from the committee 
on appropriations without amendment, and 
passed, with the remark by Mr. Hale that it 
was the almost invariable rule to leave to the ‘ 
house itself all subject matters that pertained 
to organization, its force, and the economy of 
its business, and that the same was true recip- 
tocally in regard to the senate. 

THE MONTANA CASE. 

The senate then, at 12:45, resumed considera- 
tion of the Montana contested election case 
and Mr. Pugh continued his argument in favor 
of the democratic claimants—Clark and Ma- 
gimis, - 

His argument was directed, for the most 
Part, to points that the county canvassers of 
Silver Bow county had no right to do anything 
but to furnish an abstract of votes actually 
Cast; that they had no right to go into 


cast at precinct No. 34 were legal; that if the 
ver Bow county would have been democrats, 
and that, therefore, the two democratic claim- 
ants—Clark and Maginnis—would have’ been 
elected to the senate. : 

Mr. Turpie, also a member of the committee 
on privileges and elections, presented an argu- 
ment on the same side of the question. He ar- 
guéd that as under the enabling act, the terri- 
tory of Montana was authorized to hold an 
election for delegates, under its own laws and 
rules, and, as these laws recognized the right 
of aliens who had taken out their first papers 
to vote, the staté was estepped from gg 
that, under an existing act of congress, rio such 
right existed. To set up suchaclaimas was 
done by-the majority of the committee, was to 
commit an act of bad faith against the people 
of Montana and to set a trap for them. 

DUT: 8 OF ELECTION OFFICERS. 

He also ar, ‘ed that in no sense were county 
canvassers, ob \pritorial cativassers, judges of 
élections. They were mere scriveners, 
clerks, bookkeepers. Judges at polls 
were the only officials who had the right to 
receive or reject votes. Hespoke of the prin- 
ciple laid down by the majority of the com- 
mittee as a ‘‘dogma ofthe electoral estoppal,”’ 
and said that of all dogmas ever laid down by 
any tribunal—lay or clerical—it was the least 
entitled to credence or regard. That dogma, 
briefly stated, was a falsehood put in writing 
on paper. It is not only deemed to be the 
truth ; but it prevents and forbids the truth to 
be otherwise. He asked whether an abridg- 
ment of a lie was to have more force than the 
whole edition; and characterized the rejection 
of the votes of precinct 34 as an act of “‘strang- 
ling’’ on the part of the ‘‘three thugs of the 
returning board.” And further on hespoke of 
the canvassing board as a_ “triple 
coil of adders’’ composed of 
“a chief justice from Vernlem, 
a secretary from Sodom, and a governor from 
Gomorrah,’’ and he wound up with a scathing 
denunciation of all concerned. 

At the close of Mr. Turpie’s speech, it was 
stated on the democratic side that several sen- 
ators on that side desired to speak, but were 
not prepared to do so today, while, on the re- 
publican side, it was said that. further argu- 
ment was tobe made by Messrs. Teller and 
Evarts. 

Mr. Morgan said that as the senate was 
acting in a judicial capacity, it was entitled to 
hear all members of the committee on the 
present law and facts, and then to have the 
matter open to discussion. It was not fair to 
have the ablest member of that committee 
(Mr. Evarts) reserved to play advocate. If 
the question were decided on mere partisan 
grounds, the people would learn to treat the 
senate with contempt, and when it did so the 
people would have marched more than half 
the journey toward the destruction of the re- 

ublic. He, therefore, would not take the 

oor on the matter until the senate had heard 
from all. members of the committee who ex- 
pected to speak. 
MR. EVARTS TO SPEAK. 

Mr. Evarts said that he was not aware that 
he occupied a position in the case that ought 
to attract attention, It was only an ordinary 
ar.auc@nent of business that a committee 
making a report should have the right to close 
the debate. In the course of discussion as to 
the time for coming to a vote, it was stated by 
Mr. Morgan that the democratic senators, 
while not prepared to fix any limit to debate, 
were ready to vote upon the question without 
further debate. n a question of this 
sort, he said, the senate ought to 
act as.it would on a question of impeachment, 
in which no senator would dare to leave his 
seat without a better excuse than a lunch 
table or private business in a committee room. 
The offer to have the vote taken without 
further debate, was accepted on the republican 
side; but that arrangement was defeated by 
Mr. Call taking the floor and stating his desire 
to address the senate tomorrow. 

A motion to proceed to executive business 
was then made and rejected—yeas 23, nays J5. 


ABOUT OUR NAVY. 


Mr. Wilkinson Says China Has Two Ships 
Which Could Sink Our Whole Navy. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Senate amendments 
were concurred in to the house vote to admit 
free of duty articles intended for the St. Louis 
exposition, in 1890, which may be imported 
from the republic of Mexico and other Ameri- 
can republics and the Dominion of Canada. 

The speaker having laid before the house 
the senate bill for the improvement and main- 
tenance of a national zoological park, with 
house amendments providing that the dis- 
trict of Columbia shall pay half the expense, 
with the request from the senate for a cenfer- 
ence, Mr. McComas, of Maryland, moved that 
the house recede from its amendment. 

Upon this motion a long debate arose, at 
the end of which Mr. McComas’s motion to 
recede was defeated, 18 to 109. 

The house insisted on its amendment and a 
conference wasordered. The house then went 
into a committee of the wholé on the naval 
appropriation bill. 

n speaking to a verbal amendment Mr. 
Wilkins, of Louisiana, said that he would not 
emulate Great Britain in the building of ships, 
but the empire of China had better fighting 
armament today than had the United Stnton 
It had two battle ships which could, with ease, 
sink any ship that we hadafloat. The gov- 
ernment had -been taking extreme measures 
with China; when the United States told 
China not only that none of her subjects 
should come here, but that those who were 
here should be subjected to an enumeration 
not imposed on any other people. It was a 
part of proper precaution to build ships which 
could cope with those of the nation upon 
which contumely had been cast. He advo- 
cated the establishment of anavy yard at Al- 
giers, La., and pointed out the necessity of 
having a yard on the gulf. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, said that no 
one desired the necessity of establishing a yard 
on the gulf and the matter of a navy yard at 
New Orleans had been pressed unremittingly 
by members from Louisiana, but the house 
would remember that there was already a 
navy. yard on the gulf—it was at Pensacola. 
It was closed now, but there was much gov- 
erment property there, and its repre- 
sentatives were urging thatit be opened and 
put in proper condition. South Carolina peo- 
pe wanted the erection of. a dry dook at Port 
toyal. That also was under consideration by 
the committee. These schemes involyed a 
large expenditure of money and could not be 
entered into without the fullest and most care- 
ful consideration. Then BEiliot, of South 
Carolina, pictured the advantage presented 
by Port Royal as a naval station, and 
advocated the construction of a Simpson dry- 
wdock. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, said that the people 
he represented were very anxious for a navy 
yard at the mouth of the ee river. 

Mr. Coleman, of Louisiana, said that in the 
comuittee on naval. affairs he had presented 
the claims of New Orleans for a navy yard in 
season and out of season; and when the matter 
came regularly before the house, he would be 
ready to show why New Orleans. should be 
selected. 

Mr. Davidson, of Florida, said that when 
that time came he would present the claims of 
Pensacola and show why the navy yard should 
be opened. 

Pending final action, the committee rose. 

The house, at 5'o’clock, adjourned. 

A republican caucus was called to meet to- 
morrow at 7:30 p. m. to consider the order of 
business of the house.

COLORED SOCIETY STIRRED 


Over the Marriage of a Well Known Couple 
of Africans. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 9.—The colored 
society of Beaufort, the black county of the 
palmetto state, was much excited tonight by 
an exceedingly aristocratic wedding. 

The contracting parties were ex-Congress- 
man Robert Smalls, who distinguished himself 
during the war by running the blockade at 
Charleston with the steamer Planter, and 
Miss Annie Wigg, a dusky belle of the city of 
Savannah. 

The weeny ceremonies were conducted in 
the African Methodist Episcopal church at 
Beaufort, in the presence of a large congrega- 
tion of whites and blacks. The bride was ele- 
gantly attired in white surrah silk, with 
valenciennes lace. After the services at the 
church the happy couple entertained their 
guests at a fete champetre at the residence of 
the groom. A feature of the wedding was the 
large attendance of whites. 


SHELLENBERGER HAS SKIPPED. 


A Well-Known Politician Leaves His Victims 
Behind Him. - 

DoyLesrown, Pa:, April 9.—The numerous 
creditors and clients from all parts of Bucks 
county have flocked here eager to learn the 
whereabouts of the well-known lawyer and 
politician, J. Monroe Shellenberger, who de- 
camped Sunday last for parts unknown, and 
also to ascertain the full extent of their losses. 
An official statement made today shows sixty 
claims against Shellenberger, aggregating 
$76,735, in sums ranging from. $100 to $8,000, 
the latter amount being claimed by the father 
of the absconder. 

Shellenberger has apparently hoodwinked 
everybedy with whom he had dealings. 
Claims so far filed are almost entirely for 
money entrusted to the defaulter for invest- 
ment, interest on mortgages and rents collected 
by him. Ignorant farmers, who trusted him 
implicitly, were victimized in the grossest 
manner. Toone farmer he gave what pur- 


ported to be a receipt for money paid, but ” 


which turned out to be a promissory note, 
which the man, in his ignorance, indorsed and 
for which he is now held liable. Many other 
stories of similar sharp practice by Shellen- 
berger are told. Hg has, it is stated, stolen 
money belonging to the estate of his wife and 
children, and his own and his wife’s relatives 
are among the sufferers by his misdoings. 
The assets of the inissing man cannot be deti- 
nitely stated, but this will only a ‘‘drop in 
the bucket’’ as compared with his liabilities. 
Since he a Sunday night not a line, 
so far as can be learned, has been received to 
indicate his whereabouts. 


IN A FIT OF DESPONDENCY 


Mr. Strickland, of Concord, Committs Sui- 
cide.

It is said loss caused from having to 
pay security debts last year had brought out 
despondency, and to rid himself of further 
trouble hé sought comfort in death. He was 
found in his barn this morning with his throat 
cut. In. his hand he still held the weapon, his 
pocket knife, firmly clinched. Mr. Strickland 
leaves a wife and several children, besides a 
large number of relatives and friends to mourn 
his death.

Five Murderers Put Out of the Way—The

FOUR IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

WAYNESBURG, Pa., April 9.—Zack Taylor, 
condemned for the murder of William Mc- 
Cousland, an Alleghany drover, was hanged 
at 11:12 o’clock this morning. He was pro- 
nounced dead twelve minutes later. On the 
Scaffold he reiterated his innocence of the 
crime. George Clark, his brother-in-law, suf- 
fered death afew weeks ago for the same 
crime. 

BRLLEFONTE, Pa., April 9.—Alfred An- 
drews was hanged here at 11 o’clock today for 
the murder of Clara Price, a sixteen-year-old 
girl, whom he had attempted to outrage. 

The éxe- 
cution was without uncommon incident. 

Easton, Pa., April 9.—William H. Bar- 
tholomews was hanged in jail here this morn- 
ing at 10:33 o’clock, and was pronounced dead 
at 10:485. His neck was broken. He was too 
intimate with the wife of Aaron W. Dillard 
and killed Dillard to get him out of the way. 
Mrs. Dillard was a party tothecrime. She 
made a full confession on the day of her hus- 
band’s funeral and repeated it at Bartholo- 
mews’s trial], on the promise that her sentence 
would be commuted to imprisonment for life. 
In accordance with the promise made, she is 
now in the Easton rg 
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Epvenssure, Pa., April 9.—Charles Carter, 
a negro, was hanged here today for the mur- 
der, at Johnstown, last November, of one of 
his boon companions named John Matthews. 
Both men were hard,customers, and the mur- 
der was the result of a quarrel about a colored 
prostitute. Carter met his death cheerfully 
and courageously.

Mr. Jones’s Argument Against Conger’s 


Lard Compound Bill. 


Wasnineton, April 9.—By request the 
house committee on agriculture today re-ope1ed 
the hearing on the Conger lard compound bill, 
and Mr. Butterworth’s anti-option bill, both of 
which have been reported tothe house with 
favorable recommendations. On the first 
named bill, Mr.- Graves, representing the 
Georgia Agricultural. association, and J. 
Pennoyer Jones, representing colored cotton 
farmers and planters of Arkansas, and colored 
men, made arguments against its passage. Mr. 
Graves in addition to the arguments already 
presented, pleaded for the protection4* the cot- 
ton seed industry against the imposition 
of the burdens contained in the bill 
on the ground that it had 


contributed more than anything else to im- 
rove the condition of the colored farmer and 
aborersf the’ south. To pass this bill, he 

asserted, would be the entering wedge which. 

when driven home, would separate ‘the colored 
people from the republican party. In the 
course of his argument on the bill. ; 
THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. 
Representative Adams, of Louisiana, intro- 

duced to the committee, Messrs. Counselmon 
and Murray Nelson, of the Chicago board of 
trade, who appeared to oppos@the Butterworth 
anti-option bill. Mr. Counselmon occupied 
all the time of the committee. He stated that 
he indorsed, both in letter and in spirit, the 
provisions of the first section of the bill, for- 
bidding any privileged or class dealing. That 
was a rule of the board of trade. The second 
section, which forbid dealing by any one but 
the yroducer and the purchaser direct from 
him im any article not.in possession of the 
sellei; wiped out of -existence the 
business of himself and all legitimate 
dealers, as well as illegitimate: Mr. Counsel- 
mon was asked if he could suggest any way by 
which the illegitimate speculation could be 
prescribed without affecting the legitimate, 
and said he could not without time to consider 
the subject. Mr. Counselmon was given a 
copy of the amended bill to study, with a view 
to suggesting a provision, if possible by which 
legitimate dealers in grain and farm products 
may be protected and the business of illegiti- 
mate speculators prohibited and abolished. 


THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Committee Meets and Makes a Few 
Changes. 

WasHIncton, April 9.—The ways and 
means committee was in session a short time 
this morning. The republican members sub- 
mitted a few changesthat have been made in 
the bill during the last ten days, and they 
were ordered to be incorporated. The changes 
include those made in the cotton Losiery sched- 
ule and the provision is that the increased duty 
on fine linens shall not take effect until Janu- 
ary 1, 1894. otherwise they were confined to 
changes in phraseology. Itis expected that 
the majority and minority reports will be com- 
pleted tomorrow. 

The committee was in conference for several 
hours this afternoon, adding the finishing 
touches to the tariff bill. The most important 
change made was in the schedule relating to 
fine linens, and here the committee reconsid- 
ered all former action, wiped out the provision 
that increased duty shall be collected in 1894, 
— fixed rates as they stand in the existing

STORMS. 


ASMALL CYCLONE DROPS DOWN ON 
THE COUNTRY. 


AND DOES CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE. 


Great Destruction in Western Pennsytvania— 
Some Loss of Life—The High Waves 
in Lake Michigan. 


Cuicaco, April 9.—Recent ~ heavy 
wind storms in this part of the country 
have caused an unusually deep disturbance of 
the waters of Lake Michigan. Yesterday a 
series of tidal waves swept in upon this shore. 
From the crest to the trough of the waves was 
only about five feet, as shown by the rising 
and falling of the waters in the river, but they 
swept in with great speed and made everything 
dance. Vessels were carried in shore and run 
aground in the mud; those attached to the 
piers were jerked from. their fastenings and 
there were a number of other escapes from 
wrecking against abutments. This lasted for 
some hours, the waves@ucceeding each other 
at short intervals. It seems that the same 
influences were felt at other points on the lake. 
At Racine, Wis., the waters seemed to be 
drawn away from the shore, lowering the sur- 
face very noticeably. 

THE TORNADO IN OHIO. 

PittspureG, Pa., April 9.—A special from 
Akron, Ohio, says: Two clouds came together 
Tuesday evening about two miles northwest of 
Sharon, Medina county, and then began to 
revolve in tornado fashion and bear down 
upon the village. The tornado’s progress was 
marked by roaring and grinding sounds. In ten 
minutes it had leveled everything in its track, 
over six miles of farm land, for the 
width of thirty rods, demolished dozens of 
buildings, killed one man, fatally injured a 
man and a woman, and seriously injured sev- 
eral others. Forests, in which were trees two 
feet in diameter. were cut down as if they had 
been corastalks. The storm trailed along into 
Stark covnty, leaving debris scattered over a 
stretch of fifteen miles. The loss amounts to 
tens of thousands. 

THESTORMS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PittrssurG, Pa., April 9.—Western Penn- 
sylvania was visited by an unusual rain, wind 
and eléctric storm this morriing. Great dam- 
age was done, and two lives were lost. In 
this city a number of houses were struck by 


lightning and several pérsons were stunned. 
The rain fell in torrents for several hours, 
flooding cellars and. causing small streams to 
overflow. At West Elizabeth bay, two chil- 
dren of George Beattie, a boy and girl aged 
seven, were drown on their way to 
school. While crossing a foot-l over 
Dobbs Run, the little gt lost her footing and 
fell in the water, and her brave little twin 
brother, in trying to rescue) her, lost his life 
also. 

At Indiana, Pa., a bolt of lightning struek 
the flouring mill of Wegley & Wilson, and it 
was burned. Loss $15,000. 

In Westmoreland county great damage is 
reported. or two hours the rain fell in tor- 
rents, and nearly all the streams overflowed 
their banks, washing away bridges.

A BREEZE IN THE PARK. # 

HicHtaNyd Park, LiL, Aprit9:—A fierce 
storm swept over this place at11 o’clock last 
night, doing heavy damageto property. Al- 
though only one person was injuted, a number 
had narrow escapes. The wind came from the 
northwest and the path of destruction was 
about half a mile wide. The Catholic church, 
a large structure, gave way before the blast 
and fell into a shapeless mass. The houses of 
M. Rafferty and Martin Blettel which ad- 
joined the church on the west were next blown 
over, their occupants escaping in their night 
clothes without injury. The roof was lifted 
off of Mrs. Collins’s large residence,fhuried in- 
to the lot and dashed into splinters. The resi- 
dence occupied by C. Stokes and family 
was unroofed and otherwise damaged. Mr. 
Kreger’s residence suffered similar damage 
and an old lady in the house was seriously hurt 
by a large piece of wood which struck her in 
the side. A blacksmith shop, a large sized 
frame structure was carried twenty feet and 
torn to pieces. Theroof blown off the grocery 
store of Thomas Evans, the building badly 
shattered and serious damage done to the 
stock. The front of Goldberg’s store was 
blown in and the stock scattered in all direc- 
tions.

Grand Dictator Steve R. Johnston, of At- 
lanta, the financial committee, and a few other 
prominent officers and knights, arrived Tues- 
day, but the greater part of the one hundred 
or more, who are now here, came in on this 
amorning’s train, and were met at the depot by 
Canton lodge, K. of H., No. 506, in a body.

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A TYPICAL COURT WEEK IN GEORGIA 
_ DESCRIBED. 


The Grand Jury Finds a True Bill against 
MeGregor, and He Will Be Tried at 
Once—A Great Legal Battle. 


Warrenton, Ga., April 9.—[Special.]—It 
is court week in Warren. 

Just what that would mean to Warrenton, 
under ordinary circumstances, everybody who 
has been in the shire town of a prosperous 
Georgia county during those periods when 
court sits, can tell. The town puts on a gala 
appearance. The hotels and boarding houses 
are filled with distinguished lawyers from ad- 
joining counties. Politicians and would-be 
politicians are here. The square is filled 
with horses and mules of every size and de- 
scription, each betokening the prosperity which 
its owner enjoys, or the lack of it. The street 
fakir is here by a large majority, and the 
wagon from which he sells his wares is the 
center of a crowd of anxious bargain hunters, 
white and black, and then there is the hoss- 
trading, always an interesting and exciting 
pastime. Before the week is out everybody 
has taken a hand in it, and turn where you 
may you are confronted by stortes of marvel- 
ous trades—-for nobody ever loses, you know. 
All of these elements are necessary to a typical 
Georgia court week, and in Warren none of 
them are lacking. 

AN INTERESTING WEEK, 
But more than ordinary interest is this partic- 
ular court week, 

Today, Judge Sam Lumpkin and Solicitor 
Howard cleared up all the cases on the crim- 
inal docket save one, and that probably the 
most sensational case which has ever come up 
in the circuit. It is the trial of McGregor, 
charged with murder in the killing of J. M. 
W. Cody. Tomorrow McGregor will be put 
on trial for his life. The story of the tragedy 
which led to the death of Cody, the 
feud which has existed, and which still exists. 
between the friends of the two men, are fa- 
miliar to newspaper readers. For two days 
the, grand jury has had the case under consid- 
eration, buf not until this morning was a true 
bill found. The jury, when a vote was taken 
upon this case, stood nine for and nine against 
finding atrue bill. After wrestling with the 
subject for the greater part of two days, | 
it was found that no decision could 
be reached, and in order to facilitate matters 
the jury increased its members to twenty-three. 
Then by a small majority the true bill people 
won. 

The court room was packed when the de- 
cision of the grand jury was announced, but 
there was no excitement, for the result of that 
body’s deliberations had already leaked out. 
Colonel McGregor was not present. He is in 
the Augusta jail and_ will be brought here 
early in morning, just_on what train 
is not now known. 

A GREAT LEGAL BATTLE. 

Everybody expects a great legal battle. 
Judge Twiggs has been retained to assist the 
prosecution, while the defense is in the hands 
of two of the most popular and the two strong- 
est lawyers in this section, Colonel Tom Wat- 
son, of Thomson, and Colonel Bob Whitehead, 
of Warrenton. Itis going to be war most bit- 
ter between the lawyers, and everybody ex- 
pects to hear the ablest arguments ever made 
in Warren’s courthouse. 

“Well, Bob,’® said Solicitor-Genera] 
Howard to Calonel Whitehead, after 
court had adjourned today, “‘what are you and 
Judge Twiggs going to do with this case ?’’ 

For a moment the Warren lawyer’s face was 
an interesting study. Thenhe broke outina 
laugh, and said: 

‘*T reckon, Bill, that Twiggs will make the 
speech, but I'll get the verdict.” , 

I have heard the same opinion very freely 
expressed today. What the result will 
be nobody can, of course, say, but 
no case was ever watched closer 
than this will be by people all over Georgia. 
It will be as pretty a legal fight as any court 
of the state hasever seen. Judge Twiggs will 
make a great speech, but his won’t be the only 
great one. Toi Watson’s heartisin the de- 
fense of McGregor, and his friends—they are 
all his friends here—expect from him the most 
eloquent speech which ever came from those 
eloquent lips. Heand Whitehead make the 
strongest kind of a team, and Howard and 
Twiggs will have their hands full.

The following communication is in reply to 
the statements of President Sparks, of the 
Macon Construction company, appearing in 
these columns several days ago. Tur Con- 
STITUTION has already devoted several columns 
to this controversy, and dismisses it with the 


following, proposing only to — the news 
developments of the case in future: 
GREENVILLE’S ANSWER. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., April 8.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: In your issue of Saturday, the 5th, under 
the caption of ‘The Greenville Meeting,” a ypears 
a communication from W. B. Sparks, srecidene of 
the Macon Construction company, which com- 
munication is so much at variance with the facts 
of the case as todemand a correction of the nu- 
merous errors therein contained. 

Mr. Sparks “p+ “The Macon and Birmingham 
officials would have aecepted the route surveyed 
by Greenville if it had not been longer and of 
steeper grade, and more expensive than the road’s 
survey,” Now, the truth is, the profile submitted 
to the Macon and Birmingham officials speaks 
for itself, and shows that the grade 
of the route by Greenville is no steener than the 
company’s line below Greenville. The grade is 
the very grade that Mr. Sparks required, and is 
only fifty-two feet to the mile, the identical grade 
of the route of the company. The profile had 
been seen by Mr. Sparks when he penned the 
sentence above quoted. So much for the differ- 
ence in grade. As tothe route by Greenville be- 
ing more expensive, the facts are that the Green- 
ville committee proposed, without knowing the 
cost of the company’s line, to grade the heaviest 
mile wherever it might be, orto grade any three 
miles the town might/telect. When both these 
propositions were rejected, the committee pro- 
posed to pay the road in cash the estimated differ- 
ence in the cost of the two routes, viz: fifteen 
thousand dollars. These ropositions were 
based upon the agreement of Mr. Sparks with 
the first committee to build the road to Green- 
ville, if that route was not more that a few 
hundred yards longer and did not- cost over 
$10,000 more, Greenville paying $5,000 of the $10,000 
additional cost. The profile submitted showed the 
Greenville line to be about three-fourths of a mile 
longer. While this survey was being made, Mr. 
Sparks was continually clamoring for haste in 
sending on the profile, or the route might have 
been made shorter. Indeed, the road’s own 
engineer stated to the Greenville committee that 
the town line could be shortened upon permanent 
location, and thus the Greenville line could have 
been brought within the terms of the contract, 
which stipulated that it should be only a few hun- 
dred yards lenger than the company’s line. The 
committee endeavored to meet every condition 
nominated by Mr. Sparks in his argument with 
the first committee and every proposition was 
rejected.

The committee went from the office of Mr. 
Sparks to the telegraph office and dispatched first 
to Thomaston, then to Opelika,for Mr. Cowan. 
That gentleman would give no direct answer, un- 
tilinfermed astothe exact nature of the work 
desired, when he promptly responded that he 
“had a job and couldn't come.” turning home 
via Griffin, Mr. Tutwiler was seen, who, Mr. 
Sparks said, would make the line too long and too 
costly for Greenville. He, Tutwiler, promised to 
bring Mr. Ben berts, an Atlanta surveyor of 
repute, and with him run a line for us. The com- 
mittee, not resting their case entirely with these 
two skillful engineers, engaged the services 
of Captain John H. Williams, former count 
surveyor, and a_ skilled and experience 
civil engineer. The line was run, being only three-_ 
fourths of a mile longer, (a few hundred yards 
Jonger) and estimated to cost about $15,000 more. 
All this estimated additional cost the second com- 
mittee proposed to pay in cash for Greenville, 
Mr. Wells, Mr. Sparks’s engineer, saying that the 
route could be shortened. Which y showed 
a disposition to stand squarely by the agreement 
made between Sparks and the first committee? 
Let the public answer. 

Now, let’s see whether the agreement of Mr. 
Sparks was submitted in good faith, and whether 
Greenville had a fair opportunity to run the best 
line that could be obtained. The committee had 
scarcely got the survey under headway when a tel- 
egram was recejved from Mr. Sparks stating that 
“the profile must be submitted at once.” Sev- 
eral of these dispatches were received, instruct- 
ing the committee to sendon the profile 
“at once.” Mr. Sparks, too, will, doubtless, ad- 
mit writing an anonymous article tothe ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION just after the survey began and 
while sending the “at once”’ profile dispatches, in 
which article he said it was better to move Greeu- 
ville tothe railroad than to build the road to 
Greenville. Was this actingin good faith? Nor 
is thisall. Almost from the time the survey be- 
gan, contractors were at work upon the disputed 
territory and Mr. Sparks was more than once tel- 
ee or written to to have them removed un- 
til the Greenville survey could be finished. Here 
sponded that he could not contrel his sub-con- 
tractors and to send in the profile at once. Was 
not all these acts impediments in the way of get 
ting a short line and the best route which more 
time and less urging of an “‘at once’’ submission 
of the profile might have enabled us to obtain? 
When the committee sent hima synopsis of his 
agreement, instead of responding 
to the committee he went to 
Captain R. E. Park, and obtained from him a 
few lines stating that ‘“‘substantially” Sparks had 
stated the case as he, Captain Park, remembered 
it. Allthis time Mr. Sparks had the commit- 
tee’s version of the contract in detail, not sub- 
stantially, which version Mr. Sparks with won- 
derful fairness, failed to show Captain Park and 
ask his opinion as to which was more substanti- 
ally correct. Bofore rushing toa notary public, 
why didn’t Mr. Sparks, in a spirit of fairnes, sub- 
mit the Greenville committee’s recollection of the 
agreementito Captain Park? Would it have been 
unfair to Sparks to have said, “Captain Park, 
here is what the Greenville committee say is the 
contract, here is what I say, which is correct?” 

Another evidence of Mr.§Spark’sfgood faith in 
making the proposition to the Greenville commit- 
tee is seen in the fact that when the second com- 
mittee went to Macon, Mr. Sparks said: I know 
when you were here before and I made the propo- 
sition to your committee that you could not get as 
good a route through Greenville. if he knew that 
tact, why run Greenville to the cost of a survey? 
Why not have told the committee at the outset 
that he knew the fact? Wouldn’t fair dealing 
and common honesty require that he tell the facts 
and not have Greenville spend her money for 
nothing? Why refuse to run the survey for 
Greenville and demonstrate the fact without ex- 
pense to the town? 

If Mr. Sparks intended to give Greenville a fair 
chance would he have sent lawyers to Greenville 
tofsecure the right-of-way over the disputed 
territory during the progress of the survey? 

If he intended to act squarely by the town, why 
did he need a lawyer to help him? 

We have given the facts, and are willing for the 
public and the courts to pees upon the matter, 
and think the verdict will be that Mr. Sparks 
should be made to carry out his solemn contract.

AUGUSTA’S ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


The Horse Car Company Tries to Shut Out 
the Electric Lines. 

Aveusta, Ga., April 9—The Augusta and 
Summerville Street Railroad Jcompany ap- 
plied for an injunction to the Richmond 
Superior court to restrain the Augusta Street 
Railway company, composed of Kansas City 
capitalists, from building an electric railroad 
in this city. The old company set up the 
claim under its charter from the legislature, 
and ordinances and contracts with the city of 
Augusta that it had the exclusive right -to all 
the streets for railroad purposes. Judge 
Rowly, in rendering the decision, said that 
the old company had exclusive rights for a 
street railroad propelled by animal power, but 
that it had no exclusive right as to cars pro- 
pelled by electricity, motor power having 
been discovered and introduced since the or- 
iginal charter and contracts with the city. 
The injunction, was therefore, refused. The 
new company is constructing fifteen miles of 
electric street railway in the city and suburbs, 
improvements in progress making advance in 
the value of real estate, and the attention of 
capitalists is being directed to Augusta from 
the north and west.

The City Visited by a Disastrous Wind Storm 
_A Belated Party at Rose Hill Cemetery 
fhe Extent of the Damage. 


Macon, Ga., April 9.—[Special.]—One of 
¢ho fiercest wind storms that has visited this 
city in some time oecurred this afternoon 
ghortly after 4 o'clock, and.for awhile there 
was great uneasiness that acyclone was at 


hand. 
THE STORM COMES UP. 

The storm came up very suddenly, and. pe- 
destrians and others were totally unprepared. 
Signs were blown down inthe business por- 
tion of the city, and the streets were so full of 
dust that it was almost impossible to see the 
buildings on the opposite side. . Dry goods 
oxes were taken up and carried several hun- 
dred yards, and in some instances the force of 
¢he wind was so great they were torn in pieces. 

THE DAMAGE DONE. 

In tho city and its suburbs many trees and 
fences were blown down. Tin roofs were 
blown off several stores. The new Methodist 
church in East Macon was blown down, and 
several sinall houses in that section suffered. 
The roof of the storeroom of the Bibb mills 
was damaged. The grain elevator of Taylor 
Bros. & Hall, in course of construction, was 
blown down. The roof of Findlay’s foundry 
and the tin roof of Burke & Co.’s music store 
were blown off. Tin roofs of freight cars 
were lifted off as easily as though they might 
have been straw. 

IN ROSE HILL CEMETERY. 

The most serious accident happened at Rose 
Hill cemetery. A number of persons were at- 
tending the funeral of a child of Night Yard- 
master H. A. Blue, of the East Tennessee 
Before the grave was covered up the 
Eight or ten mourners 
fied for refuge under the covered 
platform near the confederate soldiers’ 
graves. An immense oak tree standing on 
the embankment near by, was blown down, 
and fell on the top of the roof, crushing it in, 
but remarkable to say, no one was killed, and 
only two were hurt. Mrs. Charlie Joiner, 
wife of a flagman on the East Tennessee road, 
was knocked down by a tree. A severe gash 
was cut above her eye and her shoulder and 
body was badly bruised. She had her 3-year-old 
girl in herarmsat the time. The child was 
hurled to the floor of the platform and her arm 
was caught under a piece of timber. The 
child’s arm had to be prized and cut out of the 
debris. It was so badly crushed that amputa- 
tion may be necessary. 

THE DAMAGE ALONG THE RAILROADS. 

Macon escaped the full severity of the storm 
as usual, for many years past. The storm split 
@ short distance above Macon, and the forks 
went around two sides of the city. The greatest 
damage, no doubt, was done below Macon. 
Serera!l miles of telegraph wire on the South- 
western road, between Macon and Fort Valley, 
are down. The same state of affairs exist 
n the East Tennessee road between 
Macon and Cochran. Several large trees were 
blown across the track, and the up passenger 
train was delayed some time until the debris 
should be removed. Had'the storm occurred 
at night, serious railroad accidents might have 
occurred. The freight trains are tied up be- 
low Macon, owing to the impossibility of 
making telegraphic communication. Passen- 
gers arriving on the East Tennesse trains say 
the storm was fearful near Bullards. Great 
limbs of trees and fence rails were hurled 
through the air like pieces of paper. The 
passengers apprehended that the train would 
be blown off the track. The wind in Macon 
lasted but a few moments. It was followed by 
a heavy rain, accompanied with considerable 
hail.

Capitalists of That City Want to Erect One to 
Cost $150,000. 

Macon,.Ga., April 9.—[Special.]—Macon 
stands a chance so secure another magnificent 
hotel. 

Mr. W. W. Collins, representing local capi- 
talists, petitioned council: last night 
to donate the pieces of ground 
used as a@ park on “Third street, 
between Mulberry and Cherry or between 
Poplar and Cherry for the purpose of erecting 
the hotel. Itis proposed to erect a handsome 
building, 420x70 feet and four stories high, to 
cost $150,000. It will be one ofthe most ele- 
gant hotels in the south when completed; all 
of the stock will be taken by 
Macon men and one gentle- 
man is soimpressed with the scheme that he 
offéred to take every dollar of the stock not 
subscribed by other parties. 

A lane runs through the parks, and the hote) 
will be arched over this. The -mat- 
ter is being discussed among the citi- 
zens, and is meeting with some 
Opposition, but a large number think it a 
Splendid way to utilize the wide streets. 


Of course the legislature would have to | 


grant the use of the street before the council 
could act. 

Just what will be the outcome is not yet 
known, but it would unquestionably be a great 
thing for Macon if such a hotel was erected. 


' This Will Interest You. 
" Macon, April 9.—[Special.]—In 1883 Ovid 
Sparks located six lots in Florida for his 
brother, W. B. Sparks, president of the Macon 
Construction company, simply for orange 
growing. On four of these lots valuable de- 
posits of phosphate have been found. 

The Elberton Peach company, of Macon, 
recently organized, is very sanguine of 
making big profits in the near 
future. It has lately finished setting 
out 80,000 peach trees on its farm—the Smith 
place—in Houston county, bought a short 
while ago. One good season will make the 
company rich. The peach orchard is fringed 
with Keiffer pear trees, also the wild-goose 
plums. This great orchard is within a quarter 
of a mile of the Georgia Southern road. A 
branch track will run from the main line to 
the orchard. The freights to the 
Georgia Southern from this or- 
chard will be immense. Last year 
Rumph, the great peach man of southwest 
Georgia, pat the railroads $80,000 for trans- 
porting the product of three hundred and fifty 
acres of peaches, and is said to have made over

{The Grady Hospital. 

The committee appointed to secure a site 
for the Grady hospital having finished its 
work, it may be announced that the institu- 
tion is now a certainty, and that it will per- 
petuate the name of Atlanta's beloved citi- 
zen. The site selected is a good one, and 
fully meets the approval of Tur CONSTITU- 
TION. 

The movement for the hospital owes its 
life to Hon. Joseph Hirsch. In and out of 
season he has worked for its establishment.

The names of Hirsch and Grant will live 
as long as the hospital lasts, to tell of good 
citizens who have performed their duty. 


o Aichi 
Stock Raising in Georgia. 

We endeavored to show some time ago 
that the farmers of Georgia’ could save 
money by their own’ horses and 
mules, and success of Putnam, 
Hancock and this business, as 
examples. 

The experiment has been made in Lee 
county, Mississippi, where the conditions are 
perhaps not so favorable as they are in 
Georgia. A correspondent—-Mr. A. G. 
Harkreader. writes us that he moved to Mis- 
sissippi from middle ‘Tennessee twenty years 
ago. Since that time he has been running 
six or eight farms, mostly in cotton. His 
home farm, however, has been managed as a 
stock farm. He has raised jacks, jennettes, 
and some mules.* The result is, that Lee 
county, instead of buying mules at an ex- 
pense of twenty or thirty thousand dollars 
annually, has raised a surplus every year for 
the past five or six years. Last fall, Cap- 
tain Felix Arnold, of that county, shippeda 
ear load of fine mules to the Mississippi 
bottoms. These mules, our correspondent 
Says, were as fine as any that come from 
Kentucky or Tennessee. 

Mr. Harkreader says that he has made 
more clear money off of twelve fine Ken- 
tucky jennettes and six brood mares, rais- 
ing jacks and mules, than he has on all his 
farms cultivated in cotton.” On account of 
the mild and short winters in Mississippi, 
and the comparative cheapness in land, our 
correspondent says he can carry on the stock 
raising business much more profitably than 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. The prices 
are better in Mississippi, and the cost of 
raising not so much. Freight and other 
contingent expenses are saved, the stock 
have no acclimatization to undergo, and can 
endure more hard work at the same age. 

All these conditions apply to Georgia as 
well as to Mississippi. ‘There is no reason 
why every farmer inthe state should not 
raise his own stock and two or three surplus 
colts, either horses or mules, forsale, Every 
farmer must have stock with which to culti- 
vate his land. One, two, three, or a_ half 
dozen brood mares will do the slow work of 
the faim as easily as mules, and give the 
farmer a profit in colts besides. There is no 
theory in this. Georgia can raise as fine 
mules and horses as Kentucky or Tennessee. 
This fact has been demonstrated over and 
over again, and hundreds of farmers in 
middle Georgia are setting an example in 
this direction that the rest of the farmers 
must follow, sooner or later. Motives of 
economy will compel them to save money 
that they are now sending west, in exchange 
for mules and horses that could be raised at 
home at a cost merely nominal.

KO Meschaiteians 
Facts About Negro Emigration. 

Referring to the emigration of negroes 
from North Carolina, an exchange thinks 
it is a curious fact that when they are fairly 
settled in another state they become dissat- 
isfied and evince a desire to return, and do 
return eventually. Especially is this the 
case if in their new homes they are not at 
once successful in business; they are gener- 
ally induced to emigrate by tempting offers 
of money and the promise of immediate 
prosperity; when they discover that they 
have been deceived, they are, of course, dis- 
satisfied, and those who are able invariably 
return to their deserted homes, while the 
impoverished ones, forced to remain, begin 
life anew under the most depressing cir- 
cumstances. 


A,correspondent of the New York Sun, 


Writing from Weldon, North Carolina, very 
truly says that every great movement of the 
megroes in seeking to better their material 
condition by emigration has resulted disas- 
trously, as for example the exodus into Kan- 
sas, ten years ago, when the government 


had to come to the rescue of the starving 


negroes; and then, later on, their experi- 
ences in Arkansas and Texas; and now, 
last of all scarcely have the negro emigrants 
from North Carolina landed in the Missis- 
sippi region, before they are demoralized by 
#1 overflow which will prevent them 
from making crops this season. The result 
is, these negroes are now making pitiful 
appeals to their friends at home for money 
to return. . 

But the emigrant agents are still at work 
in North Carolina, and despite the unfavor- 
able tidings from their friends. over four 
hundred negroes are now waiting for free 
transportation to another state. 

They will never learn wisdom except by sad 
experience, The whites have more feeling 
for them than they have for themselves, and 
in view of the recent disasters which have be- 
ae ye who emigrated, steps are being 

y the citizens of several North 


Carolina towns to kee 
p the negroes at home 
and wake the business in 


agent an unprofitable one fn their communi- 
ties; in fact, they have boycotted the agents 
and make the state too hot to hold them. 

If it was not for the pity of the thing, it 
would be wise to let the negroes go—to 
offer them no inducements to remain; but 
their going not only retards the business of 
a section for a time, but eventually becomes 
a tax upon their friends, who are called 
upon to assist them when they become dis- 
satisfied, as they always do, and are ready to 
return, 


Dismissed With Contempt. 

The Macon Telegraph makes a weak re- 
ply to Tue CoNSsTITUTION’S plain talk to it 
concerning its miserably transparent effort 
to vent its spleen against a more successful 
contemporary by ambuscading behind Buck. 

The gist of its answer to our remarks is 
that Tur ConstiruTion ruffled its tender 
sensibilities by the emphasis of our words, 
and yet did not affirm ‘‘that it did not enter 
into negotiations with the leader of the re- 
publican party in Georgia, who was en- 
deavoring to induce it to ‘come gradually to 
the support of the republican administra- 
tion.’ ’’ 

The Telegraph is blind, or else it does not 
want to see. We stated as pointedly as 
words could express that Buck was a liar if 
he made any such statement, and intimated 
in terms so plain as to be almost assertive 
that the Telegraph was likewise. But, to 
be more exact, here are our words: 

We respectfuily submit that this course is bet- 
ter than to* slink around among republican 
‘bosses,’ hunting up lies that take twenty months 
to hatch, for the purpose of giving vent to pent 
up spleen, engendered by unsuccessful competi- 
tion. 

As this denial is not sufficiently plain for 
the Telegraph, we now state that any inti- 
mation that Buck’s statement has a spark of 
truth in it is a willful and deliberate false- 
hood, * 8 

The Telegraph further says of the motive 
of its attack on THE CONSTITUTION: 

It has not taken “every occasion to vent its 
spleen against THE CONSTITUTION,” and close ex- 
amination of its columns will show, we think, 
that the<name of that paper has not for many 
months appeared in them. The Telegraph never 
handles such subjects, except when compelled to 
do so by the imperative demands of public duty. 

If the Telegraph has avoided any mention 
of the name of THE CONSTITUTION in its 
columns, it was prompted to this course, 
probably, by the policy of its proprietor, 
who, several months ago, instructed the At- 
lanta correspondent of the Savannah News 
never to use the name of Mr. Grady in his 
correspondence, and who makes it a point 
to carefully omit any reference to THE Con- 
STITUTION from the columns of the News. 


| Indeed, so fixed is he in this policy that the 


News constantly steals whatever news it can 
find in THe CONSTITUTION, without making 
the customary credit, to which we-are en- 
titled, 

‘‘Mr. Grady is dead, and we have nothing 
but good to speak of him,’’ says the Tele- 
graph, after denouncing Tur ConstitTvu- 
TION’S indorsement of Mr. Grady’s invita- 
tion to Major McKinley to speak at the 
Chautauqua, with many other distinguished 
speakers. And yet, while Mr. Grady lived, 
he was under the ban of the proprietor of 
the News and the Telegraph. 

But we have not the time nor space to 
bandy words with this journalistic smooth- 
bore, which is doing its utmost to disrupt the 
harmony and unity of the democratic party. 

We dismiss it with contempt. 


Concerning Forests. 

A recent writet presents some interesting 
points connected with the subject of 
forestry. 

In the earliest times the first peoples of 
whom we have any historic account dwelt in 
the Asiatic highlands. That region in those 
days was,yery fertile, and was able to sup- 
port a latg@ population. It was well wood- 
ed, but in time the trees disappeared, and 
the “land became almost barren, and great 
changes in climate took place. Coming 
down to a later period, we have abundant 
evidence of the climatic changes wrought by 
the destruction of the forests. The old his- 
torians tell us how great armies crossed the 
Rhone, Rhine and Danube on the ice, but 
after fifteen centuries it is plain that the 
climate in the vicinity of those rivers is ma- 
terially warmer. 

Our civilization is not old enough in this 
country to enable us to see the influence of 
forests upon the climate. But it is fair to 
assume that the precipitation of rain and 
snow is much less in a treeless region, 

Snow and ice remain longer in a forest 
country, and delay the advent of spring. 

When the trees disappear the climate be- 
comes more erratic. The winters are short, 
but the weather is fitful. Cold winds and 
hot winds blow unexpectedly, and drought 
is not uncommon. Water courses shrink at 
times to mere threads, and at others swell 
into the most appalling floods. 

These general facts, according to the 
writer whose statements we have here out- 
lined, are enough to awaken the people to 
the importance of the preservation of a 
large percentage of our forests. The whole- 
sale and reckless waste of nature’s uphols- 
tering, means the destruction of human life 
and property. When we are warned against 
a coming evil we should lose no time in dis- 
covering and applying the remedy. 


To a Correspondent, 

A correspondent, writing from New York, 
suggests that the recent letters in the world 
relative to the convict system, together with 
the present attitude of that paper, which is 
snapping and sneering at everything Geor- 
gian, is calculated to hurt the state in vari- 
ous directions. 

We think, however, that our correspond- 
ent need not worry himself about the effect 
that the so-called exposures of the World 
will have on Georgia. The chain-gang sys- 
tem is a republican invention, and there has 
never been any defense of its possible abuses. 
Like other penal systems, it is far from per- 
fect in its operations, but its abuses are no 
greater in the aggregate and nomore difficult 
of correction than those of other systems. 
That it is probably not the best system is 
generally conceded even by those who think 
that it is good enough until a better can be 
found. 

The so-called exposure of the World, with 
one exception, amounts to a republication of 
charges that have already been advertised 
and discussed in Georgia with a view to re- 
forming the abuses on which they were 
based. There is nothing new in the matter 
whatever. It has all been gone over pro 
and con, (as the old man said,) in the legis- 
lature and in the newspapers. The excep- 
tion in the World’s publication to which we 
have alluded is the report of an interview 
with an ex-convict. This convict is a white 
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gang for nothing. He had merely killed a 
man, andthe idea that he should be com- | 
pelled to work in the chain-gang on account { 
of this indiscretion was somewhat obnox- | 
ious. 

The only question is, was this ex-convict 
an impartial witness? Would he be likely 
to approve of treatment that was intended 
by the law to punish him for his crime? Our 
own opinion is that the ex-convict’s testi- 
mony is not worth the paper on which it is 
written. So far asthe Georgia convict sys- 
tem isconcerned, we are free to say that it 
cannot be reformed by the World, one of 
whose reporters is now in jail for an attempt 
to feed the sensational appetites of the 
readers of that journal, That reforms are 
to be made, the remedies to be applied, must 
depend on a public sentiment that is far be- 
yond and above the World and its’ vicious 
sensationalism.

But Maybery cut his throat one morn- 
ing before he had been made a member, and 
bequeathed his handsome silk umbrella to 
Secretary Baum. 

The secretary was gloomy enough before, 
but the umbrella seemed to cast a spell over 
him. He regarded himself as a doomed 
man. Last Monday, after selling his prop- 
erty and turning the money over to his wife, 
Baum sent his umbrella to the president of 
the club, and then cut his throat, :

The Marble Tomb Stones Have Gone North, 
| and Will Scon Be In 
Position. 


Colonel John O. Waddell, assistant secre- 
tary of agriculture, has been for some time 
quite active in securing the tomb stones which 
will be placed over the confederate dead in 


Johnson’s island. 

Several letters have been received from 
neighboring states asking permission to take 
part in the work, and place tomb stones over 
the dead of their respective states. Colonel 
Waddell wishes it understood that Georgia, in 
taking care of her own heroes, has done the 
same for those of all the states, and the tomb 
stones which have already ~gone north will 
mark the grave of every dead soldier on John- 
son’s island, no matter where he came from 
or in what regiment he fought. 

Colonel Waddell has received the following 
letter from Mr. J. T. Mack, editor of the 
Register, of Sandusky, Ohio, which shows that 
provision will be made for the reception of 
the toomb stones, and for their being placed in 
position. 

The letter says: 

Sanpusky,. O., April 3, 1890. Colonel 
Join O. Waddell, Atlanta; My Dear 
Sir—Your letters of the 25th ultimo and ist 
instant came to hand, the latter this morning. 
My personal interest in the undertaking and the 
spirit underlying it, as well as my personal esteem 
for the gentlemen who started it and have carried 
it forward,and whom it was yd privilege to 
meet last September, wou! not per- 
mit me to refuse to be of any 
service within my power in completing the under- 
taking.

THE BIG TANK. 


How the Great Volume of Water in “A Dark 
Secret”? is Managed. 


The final performance of the Dark Secret 
was given last night at the opera hense, and 
although the scenery had to be shpped to Bir- 
mingham by the midnight train, there was no 
hurry perceptable and the play moved 
smoothly along to its end without a hitch. 

To move the scenery, and especially the 
tank which is used in the play, is an under- 
taking of more than ordinary difficulty. The 
tank, which forms such an important feature 
in the drama, and which excites so much in- 
terest, is a masterpiece of ingenuity. 

When the inventor determined to introduce 
a large body of water upon the stage, he left 
precedent behind and adopted a new method, 
entirely his own. 

He had constructed the biggest sheet of 
rubber ever made, which can be attached to a 
frame erected on any stage. 

In order to permit the diving in the rescue 
acene a trap door is let into the flooring and 
the rubber is pressed through it in such a way 
as to make a water tight bag seven feet deep. 
in the front of the tank large panels of thick 
giass are inserted in order to show the people 
that there is no deception and the big yolume 
of wateris really there. When everything is 
prepared the city fire department is called 
into service and the water is pumped in. 
As least twice a week it is all emptied 
out again in order to keep it clear 
of dirt. The water is emptied b introducing 
the fire hose into an aperture made fer the pur- 
pose, and allowing it torun out. In movin 
the rubber sheet is stretched out, refully 
dried and then rolled up and placed ita long

A gentleman who 
was present at the trial, sends the following 
statement, which we publish with pleasure: 
“THE CONSIITUTION’S news report of the 
meeting of the police board shows that Patrol- 
man Anderson was dismissed from the force 
because he did not appear to answer the 
charges against him, and thisis the exact truth. 
I was present at the meeting because I felta 
natura! interest in the ditposition of the case 
and I give you here an account of the proceed- 
ings which will be verified, I doubt not, by 
every member of the board. The case was 
mentioned by Chairman, English and Chief 
Connolly started to produce the charges. 
Patrolman Anderson was called and did not 
respond. His attorney, John Clay Smith, pre- 
sented his resignation of the position of patrol- 
inan. Commissioner Brown moved to accept 
it. Commissioner Lester said it was contrary 
to the practice of the board to accept resigna- 
tions from oflicers under charges. After some 
discussion the resignation was put to vote and 


not accepted. Commissioner Brown only 
voting to accept it. Then Mr. Smith 
asked for time. It was mentioned 
by some of the board that besides the 


charge as to misconduct in Carroll county 
there were further charges against Patrolman 
Anderson—one for intoxication, and the other 
for an alleged assanlt upon Mr. Fitts—but 
that these had not been served, because the 
patrolman could not be found. Chairman 
English thought it would be unfair to the wit- 
nesses from a distance to postpone the hearing. 
This seemed to be the sense of the board. Sec- 
retary Stephens thought the resignation 
amounted toa plea of guilty. Mr. Smith ex- 
plained that it was not so intended, and other 
members of the board disagreed with the sec- 
retary as to that matter. Mr. Smith expressed 
a willingness to have the trial proceed and the 
witnesses make affidavits or be orally exam- 
ined, although the defendant was absent. The 
board would not do that, and finally made an 
order dismissing the defendant for not appear- 
ing to answer the charges against him. 

‘So you will see that no charges against him 
were considered by the board upon the merits, 
and thatthe alleged assault cut no figure in 
the proceedings at all. It is important to the 
defendant that the trial of that alleged assault 
before a jury be not prejudiced by a statement 
like that in today’s paper, it assuming that the 
police board had: heard evidence and adjudged 
him guilty of misconduct with reference to 
that matter.”’

Colonel Maddox Talks. 

Cdlonel Maddox, president of the Atlanta 
and Florida, said yesterday in reference to 
Tur Constitution special from Fort Valley. 

‘“‘There is no truth in it, and it does seem to 
me that the misrepresentation is malicious. 
I can’t imagine what purpose there is but to 
prejudice those cases in court. I will say for 
myself that there’s no truth in it.” 


The Work Progressing. 

The engineering corps of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern is progressing rapidly with 
the work of locating the line of that road, be- 
tween Jug Tavern and Atlanta. Major A. 
W. Glaster has charge of the corps, he being 
the assistant of Major R. H. Templer, the 
chief engineer of the line. Lines have been 
adopted as far south as Jug Tavern, and con- 
tracts for building the road have been let out 
as far south as Athens. The line is being now 
located six miles west of Jug Tavern, and 
will follow the dividing line between the two 
ridges to Duluth on the Atlanta and Charlotte 
Air-Line, another paralleling the line of that 
road to Atlanta. 

Another line has been surveyed from Jug 
Tavern through Lawrenceville dividing the 
territory between the Atlanta and Charlotte 
Air-Line and the Georgia railroad, coming 
out near the Atlanta Piano factory at junction 
of the two roads: This line runs 
two miles east of Clarksville, and 
parallels the Georgia railroad track into 
Atlanta, going through the Inman park 
property. 

It has not been decided which of these two 
lines will be adopted. There is considerable 
opposition to the last named route by the 
owners of the Inman park property, and Sena- 
tor Colquitt. It is understood that the right- 
of-way through the Inman park property and 
that of Senator Coiquitt can be purchased, but 
considerable more money is asked for this 
privilege than the company feels disposed to 
paying. 

The Middle Georgta and Atlantic. 


A pretty contest is now going on between 
President Sparks of Macon Construction com- 
pany and President Machen of Middle Georgia 
and Atlantic road, as to which will build a road 
firstfrom Macon to Savannah. Machen al- 
ready has his charter and has put forces into the 
field to commence operations towards Macon. 
One of Machen’s original schemes in con- 
nection with his proposed road from Atlanta 
to Savannah was to builda connecting line 
from some point in  sontheast Georgia to 
Port Royal. Information tonight is that the 
Macon Construction company will also apply 
for a charter to build to Port Royal, and thus 
try, it seems, to outstrip Machen in his original 
ani progressive plans. It is understood that 
Machen is strongly backed by northern capital, 
which coupled with his own well-known ener- 
gies and abilities, make him a powerful com- 
petitor. Atlanta is interested in this fight, for 
it means connection for her with Savannah 
and Port Royal. Machen and Sparks are in 
New York, and Maconites areeagerly awaiting 
developnients. 

A Short Line to Savannah. 

Linton, Ga., April 9.—[Special.]—THr 
CONSTITUTION of Monday last stated that 
Professor Ivy W. Duggan was surveying an 
air-line from Linton to Sandersville, in antici- 
pation of Colonel Machen’s proposed road. 

Colonel Fry’s survey at Eatonton, crossing 
the Oconee river at DeJarnette’s springs, 
crossed the Macon and Augusta railroad nearly 
two miles south of Devereaux station in Han- 
cock county. At.this point on the Macon and 
Augusta road, Professor Duggan commenced, 
and surveying almostan air-line, he found a 
most excellent route, the whole distance being 
only twenty-two and a half miles. This 
will shorten the estimated line from Atlanta 
to Savannah atleast twelve miles. The esti- 
‘mate has been fifty-six miles from Hatonton 
to Sandersville, but this will make it less than 
forty-four miles. Those who have passed 
along the line are astonished that a route so 
direct, with so little grading, and so practica- 
ble, could have been found. 


Memphis and Charleston. 

New York, April 9.—The minority stock- 
holders’ committee of the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad have prepared a circular 
which it is sending to the minority stockhold- 
ers suggesting the sale of stock to another in- 
terest. They decline to give the cireular for 
publication on the ground that publicity may 
prevent the consummation of the deal. A 
majority of the stock is held by the East Ten- 
nessee railroad, but its voting power has been 
impaired by legal obstacles on the part of the 
minotity holders, and itis generally thought 
that the proposed scheme is intended to re- 
move these obstacles and give the East Ten- 
nessee road complete control of the Memphis 
and Charleston line. 


Under One Head. 

One hundred hands are needed by a con- 
tractor on the Abbeville and Waycross rail- 
road:- S. P. Lassiter, president of the con- 
struction company, expects the rail for the 
road to begin to arrive in about thirty days. 

Major Gloster, in charge of a corps of engin- 
eers on the Georgia, Carolina and Northen, 
returned to Irwinville last week and a prelims 
inary survey is being “niade from Johinson’s 
shop, about eight miles from Duluth, to 
Duluth, on the Air-Line. Last Saturday they 
were encamped near Crawford Dean’s on the 
Peachtree road, andit is supposed that the 
line to Duluth will be complete this week. 
It is not known what the purpose of this new 
survey is, as the officials are reticent as to’ it. 
It is hardly possible that they will ruh the 
line to the Richmond and Danville road unless 
some sort of traffic arrangements can be niade 
with the company to usé the tra¢k into Atlan-

Street -Paving—Residents of 
Glenn Street Make a Protest. 

At the last necting of the general council a 
petition for the paving of Glenn street from 
Smith to Humphries, with rubble stone, was 
passed up.

WANTS HER TO COME HOME. 

A few days ago Mr. Geary, the father,called 
at the convent and asked to see his child. 

The little girl did not want togo away with 
her father, and Father Keily declined to per- 
mit the sisters to give her up against her will, 
and in the face of the facts as they had been 
bruught to his notice. 

Mr. Ge: ary at once put the matter in the 
hands of his attorney, anda writ Of habeas 
corpus, requiriug Father Keily to restore the 
little girl to her father was sworn out. 

Judge Calhoun was to have heard the ease 
yesterday morning, but on account of compli- 
cations it was deferred util this morning. A 
number of witnesses will be called in to sus- 
tain the position of Father Keily. It is said 
that Mr. Geary has been in the habit of 
treating little Nellie cruelly, and because of 
this she should not be given into his control 
again. 

MR: GEARY TALKS. 

“The trouble all lies in Néellie’s bad tem- 
per,” said Mr; Geary yesterday. ‘‘She is willful 
and headstrong; and at times ig almost beyond 
management. I have always been patient and 
kind with her. 

‘‘She runs away from. home, and often takes 
money from my pockets and spends it foolish- 
ly. I have triéd to correct her and make her 
obedient, in the hope that she will outgrow 
her bad traits, and I do not think anybody, 
church or sisters, have the right to come be- 
tween me and inmychildren. When I called 
at the convent to see her a day or two 
azgo—for I knew she had been taken 
there from the first—I was not treated 
at all right.

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PUTNAMS POLICY 


CF SELF-HELP AND SEL¥F-IMPROVE- 
MENT. 


President DeJarnett, of the Putnam Alliance, 
Tells a Wonderful Story of Pro- 
gress in that County. 


A year ago Tuer Constitution heard of 
gome things the alliance people of Putnam had 
set themselves to do, and promptly presented 
a consecutive account of it to the public. 

Those who undertook the co-operative enter- 
prise at Eatonton were sanguine, and prom- 
ised large results. The answer of time was 
awaited with interest. After a year of trial, 
Dr. DeJarnett, the president of the Putnam 
County alliance, whostands at the head of the 
new enterprises there, gives the net results of 
the experiment in the interview which follows. 

The actual results are astonishing, but go to 
confirm the old adage that God helps those 
who help themselves. Self-help is the key- 
note of Putnam’s policy, and that, after al}, is 
the secret of every substantial reform. It has 
been the history of those co-operative move- 
ments, both in this country and abroad, which 
have done so much to improve the condition 
of the working classes. . 

The educational feature is something new in 
the state, and it is to the everlasting credit of 
Putnam that she solved the educational ques- 
tion for herself without waiting on the slow 
processes of legislation. Self-help has this im- 
mense advantage—that it is more prompt than 
the state and tends to develop independence 
and originality among the people. 


‘‘Putnam alliance challenges the state! 

‘“Boastingly? Not at all; simply that we 
may encourage each other in greater efforts 
for better work. 

“About a year ago THE CONSTITUTION, with 
its customary enterprise, sent Mr. W. G. 
Cooper down to Eatonton to investigate the 
first independent business venture in Georgia 
of the great farmers’ movement, viz.: Put- 
nam County Alliance Co-Operative store. He 
came, he saw, he examined, he reported. 

‘Tt was a departure. Hundreds of farmers, 
as such, buying from hundreds of farmers, as 
merchants. Cash, strictly cash,  hay- 
ing been substituted for credit. 
Goods were to be sold as near actual cost as 
consistant with safety to capital stock. Divi- 
dends were not expected. An exchange was 
established where the necessities, not the 
wants, of the people could be supplied, and 
surplus products of their farms disposed of. 
A new thing under the sun—merchants telling 
the customers, who stood with money in their 
hands, not. to buy if they could possibly 
abstain. An unknown sea, an untried vessel, 
but a wondrously determined crew. Could it 
be done? 

‘Verily it was a problem which time alone 
could solve. So thought Mr. Cooper. So 
thought we all. 

“Time has come and gone. Then it was 
theory. Then it was an experiment. Now it 
is experience. Now itis an actuality. 

“In October, °88, our manager went to 
market with $3,000, the amount of stock paid 
in atthat time. Our stock now amounts to 
$15,000. Three men did the work then. We 
now employ eight. One room was then suffi- 
cient to hold the “‘shirt-tail full of goods,’ as 
certain people denominated them. We now 
occupy four large rooms and the adjacent ter- 
ritory for buggies, wagons, etc., with plans on 
foot for additional space by fall. We buy for 
cash, we sell for cash, and our manager is un- 
der bond. There is no risk, there can be no 
failure. Those who need money borrow from 
bank at 12 per cent discount and pay for the 
time money is used. This money is placed 
to their credit in the store and they buy from 
themselves. If there is any profit it goes into 
the pockets of the farmer. The difference be- 
tween this interest and the estimated average 

er cent under the old credit system, i. e. from 
25 to 90 per cent, makes the saving for those 
who horrow. The difference in price of goods 
sold as cheap as is consistent with safety, and 
without expectation of dividends, and goods 
sold for all they would bring irrespective of 
cost makes the saving to those who use their 
own money. Make the calculation for your- 
self. 
“(Under this plan, with its low price of goods, 
the business lacked but very little of reaching 
$100,000, exclusive of tradein guano. And not- 
withstanding the fact that the net per cent is 
excecdingly small, the amount of business 
has turned over the capital stock so often that 
the accrued profits are astonishingly large. It 
would not be business-like to anticipate the 
directors and state the amount; but this I will 
say, it exceeds any dividends I have seen 
stated from other alliance enterprises. Several 
of our largest and wealthiest farmers, con- 
vinced as they say, that they can save 
money through the store, have recently joined 
and taken stock. The books show that the 
business for 1890 is something more than 25 
per cent above the same time last year. Facts 
speak for themselves. 

‘“‘A prominent citizen, a succeesful business 
man, one in whom we all have confidence, 
@ non-allianceman, says that the alliance has 
saved the county $75,000. 

“Conclusive evidence that the county isin 
much better condition than a year ago is found 
in the fact that, while the business is larger to 
date, considerably less money has been bor- 
rowed. Our leaders have been wise, our men 
true as steel. The enterprise is here; it is ac- 
complishing more than was hoped for, getting 
ready to do still better, and has come to stay. 
So much for the store. 

“Others soon saw that we were in earnest. 
That we did business in a business-like man- 
ner, quietly worked together, ‘said nothing, but 
sawed wood.’ What is the result, did you 
say? Why, every allianceman in the county 
has had the opportunity to purchase his am- 
moniated guano at $15 per ton laid down in 
Eatonton. It is made according to White’s 
formula and guaranteed first grade. Has that 
been beaten ? 

“But this is notall. It is not even the best. 

“You know,” said he in a knowing paren- 
thesis, *‘this is the year and this the time when 
everybody is interested in the alliance. Some 
folks especially—alas, not a few—are deeply 
concerned to know what it is going to do. 

“T was in Atlanta about the first of last 
April and outlined toa friend a movement 
then organizing in the interest of education 
among us country folks. As usual, Tue Con- 
STITUTION got hold of it and indorsed it in 
an editorial. 

This, too, was a departure and an experi- 
ment. It was to bethe joint work of the 
board of education and the alliance. The 
board was todivide the county into schoo] 
districts with reference to population, disre- 
garding old militia districts. Then the alli- 
ance was to use its influence and organization 
to have the old school houses repaired, 
new ones built, and thus arouse the 
people to the urgent necessity of educating 
their children. With a house secured in each 
district, the public fund would be concentrated 
there, the numerous small and insufficient 
schools discarded, competent teachers em- 
ployed and successful schools established. 

“The work was commenced by the appoint- 
ment of a standing committee on education in 
the county alliance. This committee arranged 


| uries and are g the tui 
pupils; individuals are d for 
ers, and parents are ficed that their 
children may go to school. There are now 
twice as many children in better schools than 
at any time within the last twenty years a 
this season. When the public term begins the 
result of the work in its fulness will be seen. 
We are hoping and working for the day when 
public opinion in Putnam will be so educated 
as that every parent will be ashamed to keep 
his children from school. This is the last en- 
terprise undertaken by the alliance. As to its 
success let the facts speak for themselves. 

“A meeting is to be held in about two weeks 
to organize on educational association, It will 
be composed of the board of education, alli- 
ance educational committee, and the trustees 
and teachers of all the schools. Its object will 
be to discuss every phase of the educational 
interest in a plain and practical manner. 

‘Such has been the work of the alliance in 
Putnam. We are proud of the results because 
we are reaping the rich’ harvest. 
This end has been reached 
by rigid adherence to a poner early deter- 
mined upon and successfully maintained, i. e, 
exclusion of politics from the order and the 
development of those interests which would 
result in immediate and lasting benefits. 

‘In thus outlining the enterprises and their 
outcome I have dealt in facts pure and simple. 
Every statement can be verified. 

“If any other county has surpassed us in 
real, ‘long-run’ g we bid them ‘God 
speed.’ If any other county is behind us they 
are more than welcome to the value of our ex- 
perience.”’

29th. Some days ago, some well known south- 
ern residents in New York expressed a desire 
that an invitation should be extended to the 
Seventh to be present on this occasion. 

After some discussion, in which opposition 
was expressed by some friend present, it was 
agreed by largely'more thana majority of the 
committee that the invitation should be ex- 
tended to the crack New York regiment. 
Those who opposed it did so only because they 
considered that the event was strictly a south- 
erm one. 

The episode which occurred here at the’ un- 
veiling of the Picket monument in October, 
1888, when some of the meinbers of the Phila- 
delphia brigade refused to march in line be- 
cause a confederate flag was displayed, was 
possibly recalled by those who tonight opposed 
inviting the Seventh to take part in the un- 
veiling of the statue of the great confedrate 
leader. 


The Finding Approved 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The secretary of 
the navy has approved the record of the pro- 
ceedings and findings in the case of Com- 
mander Joseph B. Coglan, recently tried by 
court-martial at San Francisco on charges of 
conduct unbecoming an ofticer and gentleman 
and of conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and discipline. His offence consisted of writ- 
ing and causing to be published in a Califor- 
nia newspaper an article condemning and 
abusing in unmeasured terms the present 
administration of naval affairs. When ar- 
raigned he pleaded not guilty and the editor 
of the paper in which the article was pub- 
lished refused to appear before the court; so 
it was found impossible to sustain the charges, 
and the court found a verdict of not guilty. 
The approval of findings by the navy depart- 
ment disposes of the case so far as the pres- 
ent charges are concerned. The result ofthis 
case has determined the naval authorities to 
make astrong effort to secure legislation con- 
ferring upon naval courts-martial the same 
power to compel the attendance of civilian 
witnesses as is now vested in army courts- 
martial.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 9.—The stock market today 
again demonstrated that stocks are In strong 
hands, and that owners intend to hold them for 
materially higher figures than are now ruling.
